Mr. Glenn — A griculture and Manufactures— 
a hill to amend the charter of the Kentucky 
State Agricultural ^society.

That the people of Kentucky believe and 
trust that the constitution of the United States, 
the laws now in force, and the decisions of the 
Supreme Federal Court, afford adequate and ef- 
fective protection to the inhabitants of tbe ox 
isting territories, in the enjoyment of their prop 
erty; and until the contingency shall arise when 
it shall be manifest that the protection thus af- 
forded is inadequate, they deem it the part of 
wise, patriotic, and conservative States to re 
frain from demanding of the Federal Congress 
legislation for the protection of any peculiar or 
specific property. 

The following is the substitute proposed by 
Mr. Burnam: 

Resolved, That the people of Kentucky can, 
and do with justice, claim, under the coustitu 
tion of the United States, aud the decisions of- 
the Supreme Court, that effective protection 
shall be secured to the people of the existing ter- 
ritories, and such as may be hereafter acquired, 
in the enjoyment of their property ; and that it 
is the duty of the national legislature, by appro 
priate laws, to secure this protection against all 
unfriendly territorial legislation as mar be ne- 
cessary to secure the same; and to this eud, that 
the Federal Courts, holden iu the territories, 
should be armed with power and authority, by 
appropriate remedies, to punish all felouies and 
misdemeanors, perpetrated by wicked men, up- 
on the property and rights of their neighbors and 
countrymen, slaveholders included. 

Before any vote was taken, the House took .i 
recess until ^ past 2 o’clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The House resumed the consideration of the 
substitute offered by Mr. Burnam for the 4th 
resolution proposed by the committee on Federal 
Relations. 

Mr. Finn offered the following amendment to 
the substitute of Mr. Burnam: 

That the constitution of the United States, the 
existing laws, the decision of the courts, and the 
means of enforcing the same, do uot now afford 
adequate protection to the enjoyment of slave 
property in the territories, therefore, it is the im- 
perative duty of Congress to intervene for the 
protection of said property, and pass such laws 
as will secure any citizen of the United States 
in the full enjoyment of his slave property in all 
the territories of the United States; and that we 
do assert it to be the duty, and in the power of 
Congress, if the territorial legislature shall fail 
to do so, to pass laws to puuiah cilizeus of a ter- 
ritory for trading with slaves, or harboring them, 
or to do any other act that will prevent tbe 
owner iu the full and complete enjoyment of his 
property in his slave in a territory. And that 
our Representatives iu Congress be requested, 
and Senators instructed, to advocate the immedi- 
ate passage of such laws

A Sell on the Abolitionists. — Fourteen ne- 
groes were brought to this city on Saturday ev«n- 
ing,by the Rev. W. P. Chadick, of Huntsville, 
Ala., for the purpose of recording the will of Mr. 
S. Townsend, of Madison county, of that .State, 
emancipating his slaves. They look rooms at 
the Spencer House. At 3 o’clock yesterday 
morning, the private watchman at the hotel 
knocked at Mr. Chadick’s door aud stated that 
the Sheriff wished to see him; whereupou, Mr. 
Enoch Caison, deputy Sheriff, was shown in and 
stated that tho Sheriff had been served with* a 
writ of habeas corpus, requiring him to produce 
these negroes in court. The landlords of the 
hotel were also made defendants in the writ, 
which, it appears, had been taken out at midnight 
before the Judges of the Superior Court, and 
made returnable yesterday morning 

Mr. Joiliffe had the writ taken out, but it ap 
peariug from the statement of Mr. Taft, the at 
torney employed by Mr. Chadick, that the ne- 
groes were brought here really for the purpose of 
perfecting their emancipation, by directiou of 
tbe executors of the will. Judge Storer dismissed 
the suit. 

Later in the day Mr. C. attended in the Pro- 
bate Court, all of these negroes beiug present, 
and had the proper papers made out for their 
emancipation. 

They consisted of two young men. three hoys, 
two young women, and the rest young girls— all 
very light mulatto es. 

It appears that the owuor died iu 1856, manu- 
mitting by his will forty-two slaves. The will, 
however, was disputed, but the suit having ter 
tuinated recently in favor of the slaves, Mr. 
Chadick was requested to act as agent iu pro- 
curing a houie for them, and having such legal 
steps taken as would carry out the views of the 
testator. It was while engaged in this embassy 
that some erroneous impression having got hold 
of the mind of Mr. Joiliffe as to the destination 
of the negroes, Mr. C. was subjected to the an- 
noying process above alluded to. The balance 
of the negroes are still iu Alabama. It is slated 
that the lot before the Probate Court yesterday 
have lmd property devised to them by their mas- 
ter worth $150,000 . — Cincinnati Gazette. 



A B ATT ALLION OF CHILDREN. — In tllO tOWIl of 
Scaudiano, situated near the Rcgium Lepidi of 
Cicero, and a place of some importance in the 
Middle Ages, a battalion of 400 boys has been 
organized under the direction of General Gari- 
baldi , who having noticed, in the course of his 
warlike experience, that boys 13 and 15 years of 
age had proved useful in daring military opera 
tions, made up his mind in the late campaign to 
enroll a battallion of such youthful troops. An 
intelligent young officer undertook the task of 
forming the legion, which at first did not num- 
ber more than 150. Austrian persecution and 
patriotism soon increased their ranks so that the 
battallion has now completed its numerical 
strength. These little soldiers are dressed in a 
dark green tunic, with red cuffs edged with 
white, and dark green trousers An eye witness 
of their maneuvering wa9 recently astonished to 
see their steadiness and precision. Their com- 
manding officer. Count John Arrivabene, is a 
young nobleman of three and twenty. As they 
were parading before their chief on the 4th iust’, 
a tremendous cheer burst from the boys, which, 
on inquiry, proved to have been given iu honor 
of the Marcitoiness Valenti Gonzago, the mother 
of the commanding officer, who bad crossed the 
street. She had come from Mantua to visit her 
son, after a prolonged captivity in the Austrian 
prisons.

Additional Taxation in aid of Common 
Schools. 

A proposition now pending before the 
House of Representatives to submit to a 
vote of the people of Kentucky the ques- 
tion, “are or not you in favor of voting an 
additional tax of five cents on the hun- 
dred dollars worth of property in aid of 
the Common Schools?” has been referred 
to the committee on Education, whose 
duty it will now be to report some suita- 
ble bill for promoting the cause of Public 
Instruction in our Commonwealth. That 
this committee may impartially consider 
the important subject" thus submitted to 
them, and recommend a course which will 
best redound to the welfare of a system 
in which we are all embarked, is an ar- 
dent wish with us — rising, we will add, 
far above all party ties and associations. 

We do not object to additional taxation 
in aid of the Common Schools On the 
contrary we earnestly approve of it. — 
Such has uniformly been the course of 
this journal in its recommendations to the 
General Assemblies and to the people of 
our Commonwealth. The interesting and 
important place we occupy as the central 
Stale in the American Onion, and the per- 
tentous questions which now agitate Amer- 
ican Society to its inmost depths, call upon 
us in solemn and unmistakable earnest- 
ness to make lurtber provisions for the 
increase and diffusion of knowledge among 
the masses. “Education,” says the pro- 
foundest of all political philosophers, “is 
the cheap defense of nations.” Who will 
undertake to say that in times to come it 
will not be our best defense? 

The subject of providing echoolt for 
teachers in Kentucky in aid of our com- 
mon system will also, we are persuaded, 
engross the attention of the committee on 
Education in the House. In this matter 
also they will have our earnest solicitude; 
and, we hope, co operation Let them 
look to the interests of the Commonwealth. 
Let them fearlessly and faithfully dis- 
charge what they conceive to be their 
duty in the premises. Let them suggest 
suitable provisions for the education of 
Kentucky teachers for Kentucky youth; 
and, we are persuaded, that in unenlight- 
ened public opinion in Kentucky they 
will hereafter find their reward. 

Florida and the efuestion of the Dm, 
The Florida Legislature have passed 
the following: That in view of our national 
affairs, the time for argument has passed, 
the time for action arrived, and that Flor- 
ida, as one of the Southern States, abides 
the destiny of her sisters, extends her 
warmest assurance and co-operation in 
any course their united wisdom may de- 
vise. That in the event of the election of 
a President by a Northern party opposed 
to slavery as it exists in the Southern 
States, it will be the duty of the Southern 
States to prevent his inauguration, or take 
some measures in common to protect them- 
selves, and as one of the Southern States, 
Florida hereby pledges herself to do her 
duly. That to give effect to this assured co- 
operation. the Governor be and he is here 
by authorized, upon the call of our sister 
slaveholding States, and particularly of 
those bordering on the free States, to take 
any and all steps necessary for the main- 
tenance of their rights, and to convene the 
Legislature in extraordinary session should 
the necessity occur. 

We wish to know of our Democratic 
friends if they consider Florida a Demo- 
cratic State? If so, are such Democrats 
as those who passed the above resolution 
the men with whom the Southern Opposi- 
tion are asked to unite in order to save 
the Union? Men who avow their deter- 
mination to resist the inauguration of a 
President legally and Constitutionally 
elected, and thus throw the country into a 
condition of anarchy and civil war, are 
not the sort that patriots can co-operate 
with, and we decline any union with such 
traitors to the fundamental principles of 
those who adopted the Constitution. Men 
who will not submit quietly and patiently 
when fairly beaten at the polls, but advo- 
cate the forcible expulsion of the candidate 
of their successful opponents from the of- 
fice to which he may be elected, are unfit 
for the duties and privileges of self-gov ; 
eminent 



ZSgrTo-day the bill for renewing the 
appropriation to the State Agricultural 
Society will be brought before the Senate, 
and we sincerely hope will encounter no 
serious opposition. The Society, though 
yet in its infancy, has already accomplish- 
ed much good, and, if encouraged, is des- 
tined to become one of the most useful in- 
stitutions of the State.

The farmers should demand 
that the small sum voted for the purpose of 
assisting the Society shall not be with- 
drawn. The information given in the 
publications of the Society are of much 
value, and we would be sorry to see them 
stopped. The President is an affable and 
intelligent gentleman, who takes great in- 
terest in the success of the institution, and 
will devote his whole energies to the trans- 
action of his duties. Success to the ap- 
propriation.

Decision of the Court of Appeals.

M. Brown, Attorney-at-Law, Frankfort. Ky.)

This opinion was delivered by Chief Justice 
Simpson 

As heretofore decided, a separate estate in a 
married woman may be created by a parol git t, 
when the title to the property will pass without 
a transfer or conveyance in writing; but to bus 
tain such a gift it must be clearly and distinctly 
proved that it was made for the sole and separ 
ate use of the wife to the exclusion of the rights 
of the huobund. Declarations made by the hus- 
band that a slave belongs to his wife, when the 
gilt wa9 made previous to the act of 1846, do 
not even tend to prove that the wife has a separ 
ate estate in the slave Such declarations are 
often made to point out merely the manner in 
which the slave was acquired. In this case, 
therefore, the claim of the wife must depend up 
on the nature of the gift as proved by the donor. 
According to his testimony the slave was given 
to his daughter as her own property, aud he no 
doubt, as he states, intended that the slave should 
be for the exclusive use aud benefit of his da ugh 
ter. But such intention cannot be allowed to 
prevail, unless the .gift be made in such a way 
as to express that intention clearly and unequiv- 
ocally. Here the gift was not so made, and con 
sequeutly vested the husband with this title to 
the slave. The appellants were therefore enti- 
tled to relief, and the court erred in dismiss 
ing their petition. 

The judgment is reversed, and the cause re 
(uanded, with directions to treat the slave in 
controversy as part ol the estate of Philip 
Younts, deceased, and for further proceedings not 
incousistant with this opinion

On motion of Mr. Curran, an invitation was 
extended Judge Embry, of Madison, to address 
the audience during the absence of the commit- 
tee. The Judge having been introduced to the 
assembly, made an eloquent speech — he is de 
cidedly a Union man — spoke in glowing terms 
of its countless blessings— denounced in the 
strongest terms both Northern and Southern fa 
natics, who would ruthlessly divide the Repub- 
public and destroy the brightest hope of human 
freedom, and declared that if compelled to fight 
at all, he would be found under the banner af 
the Union, battling for its preservation and per 
petuation. Our spaco will not permit us to no- 
tice further this very excellent speech. Samuel 
Forman having been called upon next, addressed 
the meeting in a very happy and entertaining 
style making many sensible aud pertinent re- 
marks. The committee then reported them 
selves ready, and the following resolutious were 
read aud unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That we approbate the call for a 
State Convention ot the Opposition of Ken 
tucky, at Frankfort, on the 22d day of February 
next. 

2nd. Resolved, That we believe with sincere 
and cordial convictiou, that the people of Ken

citizens of the United States the blessings of 
peace, of universal love of country, and of that 
fraternity of feeliug which should exist among 
the individual citizens of a common country; 
and that as lovers of our country, we cannot co 
iucide with either of those parties in its views 
of National policy, or act with either of them, 
so long as there remains to us any hope, by ad- 
herence to a more conservative and wiser policy 
of securing to ourselves and all our fellow citi- 
zens the blessings which we have indicated, aud 
we wish to be regarded as standing opposed to 
the errbrs and extremes of each of said parlies, 
and ready lo meet and harmonize with a great 
Union and Conservative Party, founded upon 
the Constitution and the Union of these States.
